Washington, Nov. 18.—The new 


Hay-Pauncefote treaty was signed 
today at 12:05 by Secretary Hay, for 
the United States, and Lord Paunce- 
fote, the British 
ambassador; for 


Great Britain. 


-This treaty is intended to replace 


the first Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 
That convention was amended so 
extensively by the United States sen- 
ate at its last session that the British 
government declined to ratify it. 
Within a few weeks negotiations be- 
gan afresh between Secretary Hay 
and Lord Pauncefote, which have 
just resulted in the signature* of the 
new treaty, drawn with special refer- 
ence to the objections found by the 
senate with tho first treaty. From 
a due sense of the courtesy'which 
must be observed towards the United 
States senate wherever a treaty is 
concerned, the state department is 
estopped from making public the 
text of the new convention and that 
will remain a secret until the senate 
itself shall break the seal of confi- 
dence. It is said at the state depart- 
ment that the various publications 
which have been made of the alleged 
text of the treaty are all erroneous 
and conjectural, though in view of 
the rather free admissions that have 
been, made of the»puposes of the ne- 
gotiators, it has been possible by the 
use of the text of the first treaty 
to construct one similar in general 
terms to the new convention. 


POINTS OF DIFFERENCE. 


The principal point of difference 


between 
the new 
and the failed 


treaty is the withdrawal of Great 
Britain from the joint guarantee of 
the neutrality 
of the canal, thus 


leaving the United States sole guar- 
antor. The excision of the old pro 
vision respecting the right to fortify 
the canal leaves that right by infer- 
ence optional with the United States, 
All commerce of whatever national- 
ity passing through the canal will 
fare alike; there will be no discrim- 
ination in rates in favor of United 
States shipping. 


Otherwise the now treaty is 


sccpo similar .to lost year's treaty. 
It replaces teclinlcally the* Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty, concluded on April 
19; 1850. By the terms of that old 
convention the United States and 
Great Britain agreed^ that neither 
should seek any advantage in. rights 
of (transit across "the isthmus.' By 
the now convention Great Britain 
yields 'her rig'at in favor of the Uni- 
ted States, w'hicfc is thus at liberty 
to construct a canal. 


MUST WAIT FOE SENATE. 


'Nothing more remains to be done 


as for as this treaty is concerned 
before the senate meets, or indeed, 
until the -treaty shall have been rat- 
ified. 
If it slvould be ratified the 


state department will proceed imme- 
diately to negotiate the treaties with 
Costa Bica and Nicaragua for whicn 
it already -hss arranged in protocols 
pending 
before the senate, Ttfhich 


will permit the canal to be construct- 
ed and prescribe tho terms upon 
which -the consent of Nicaragua -and 
Costa Bica is given. It was in an- 
ticipation of this action, it is pre- 
sumed, 'that the Nicaxaguan -govern- 
ment only recently denounced the 
treaty of trade and commerce with 
the United States. This treaty con- 
tained sections conveying rights as 
to canal construction which ore to be 
replaced by more modern provisions, 


NO SPECIAL CEREMONY.

of the important convention. Lord 
Pauncefote had been indisposed for 
several days past, and it WAS not 
expected that the treaty could be 
signed betforo the end of the current 
week.

Cincinnati, Nov. 18.—President H. 


D. Woodford, of the Cincinnati, Ham- 
ilton and Dayton railroad, received a 
dispatch today from the attorneys of 
the road in New York, advising 'him 
that the negotiations were closed in 
that city today, whereby the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton rail- 
way purchased the EUndaly, Fort 
Wayne and Western road. This road 
is 78 miles in length, running from 
Findlay, Ohio, to Fort Wayne, Ind.? 
crossing the Chicago, Hamilton and 
Dayton at Ottawa. 
The purchase 


gives the city of Findlay and also 
Fort Wayne and the intermediate 
towns direct connection with Cincin- 
nati. 


Augusta, Maine, Nov. 18.—Al- 


though the last legislature passed a 
law imposing a maximum penalty of 
ten years' imprisonment or a fine not 
Acceding $1,000 for negligence or 
carelessness -which should result in 
the shooting of a human being by 
hunters, the record of such fatalities 
in this state during the present sea- 
son is very heavy. A peculiar fea- 
ture of the situation is that in sev- 
eral of the accidents the shots have 
been fired by unknown persons. The 
record up to the present time shows 
that twelve persons have been shot 
by accident and that five of the vic- 
tims have been either killed outright 
or- wounded so that death resulted. 
In four instances the shots were fired 
by unknown persons. 


The persons who have lost their 


lives are: 


Henry McPheters, Milford, mine. 
'W. C. Tuckey, Dayton, Ohio. 
Leslie Bowker, Marshfield, Maine. 
Frank Leonard, Frankfort, Maine. 
John G. Weeks, Boston, Mass. 
Thus far no steps have been taken, 


as far as can be learned, toward 
prosecution in any case, although 
the game wardens frequently have 
called public attention to the law.

their directions part of the soldiers 
on duty there are scouring the county 
in an effort to discover other members 
of the union party who engaged in 
yesterday's battle.

on the attack and warrants have beon 
issued for alleged participants in the 
fighting.

Louis and bearing dates on labels of 
August 24 and September 30, 1901. 


"The presence of tetanus toxin in 


the diphtheria 
anti-toxin shows 


negligence 
ujwn the part of the 


health department in the preparation, 
of said diphtheria anti-toxin and in 
the issuance thereof. 


"Rcfoert M. Funkhouser, coroner. 
"Frank Bogher, M. D. 
"John G. Pitzsinnnons, deputy;" 
For some time the city health de- 


partment has been making anti- 
toxin for use in diphtheria 
cases. 


This was distributed among practic- 
ing physicians throughout the city 
free of charge and used in the city 
institutions quite generally. 
In 


many cases it is said to have saved 
lives. The serum was obtained from 
horses that are said to have con- 
tracted tetanus.

hands and face.

Joseph Smith, of 23 Killea street* 


was so badly injured in the Penn- 
sylvania yards Saturday evening at 
7:35 o'clock that he died three hours 
later. Mr. Smith was quite a famil- 
iar figure in the depot yards, being 
employed as section hand in Foreman 
James O'Leary's crew. He worked 
all day Saturday and after supper 
left home with the intention of draw- 
ing his wages and making some pur- 
chases down town. The pay car wa<; 
standing upon the "spur" track at 
the southeast corner of the freight 
house. Mr. Smith arrived there just 
as the Crestline 
accommodation 


train No, 35, which was a half-hour 
late, reached the scene. A number of 
employes awaiting an opportunity to 
get in th« car were standing there 
and notice of the approach of the 
train was given, but -Hr. Smith fail- 
ed to heed 
the warning and WPS 


struck in the side by the end of the 
pilot beam and thrown against the 
pay car, a distance of twelve feet. 
The blow and fall rendered him un- 
conscious and in that condition he 
was conveyed in the city ambulance 
to St. Joseph hospital* where Dr. "W. 
E. Stemen pronounced his injuries 
fatal. Mrs. Smith was then taken to 
the bedside of her husband and the 
only time he exhibited signs 'of con- 
sciousness was when the grieved wifo 
bent over him and pleaded for recog- 
nition. The grief of 'the poor woman 
WAS indeed sad and brought tears to 
eyes that were AccustomeJ to death 
scenes. Mr. Smith 
died at 10:30 


o'clock and death was due to internal* 
injuries, there being only one slight 
external wound—a bruise upon his 
right -wrist—to indicate that he had 
been in an accident. 
Besides the 


widow, four children, the aged par- 
ents and several brothers and sist'ers 
survive the deceased. The children 
are all small, the eldest being six 
years and the youngest seven months 
old. 
The. family was entirely de- 


psndant upon Mr. Smith's daily labor 
for support and his removal leaves 
them in a bad way, though Mr. 
Smith carried $1,000 life insurance 
in the Catholic Benevolent Legion, 
of which he was a member for sev- 
eral years. 
The funeral will take 


place from the St. Peter's Catholic 
church Wednesday 
morning- at 9 


o'clock, and it will be under the au- 
spices of the Catholic Benevolent Le- 
gion and the pall bearers will be 
chosen from the ranks of the St. Pe- 
ter's branch of the order, Mr. Smith 
was twen'ty-iiine years old, and a 
strong and hearty 
man. He had 


been in the employ of the Pennsyl- 
vania company about eleven years, 
commencing 
when only 
eighteen 


years old as a section hand under 
Foreman. O'Leary. 
Thence he went 


to a section on 'the west end of th'2 
road and later returned to the city 
and worked at the cinder pits three 
or four years. About three months 
ago he returned to the section gang.

throttle of the engine which struck 
the unfortunate man, says the train 
was not running fast. He was com- 
pelled to stop at the puzzzle switch 
to let an engine out of the siding 
there and nearly came to a stop again 
at Lafayette street, which is only 
about 100 feet from the scene of the 
accident.

FURNISH SERUM. 


St.-Louis, Mo., Nov. 18.—Coroner 


Punkhouser today rendered a verdict 
finding the St. Louis 'health, depart- 
ment negligent in the .preparation of 
diphtheria anti-toxin, the adminis- 
tration of which recently caused the 
deaths by lockjaw (tetanus) of seven 
children. 


The verdict in part is as follows: 
"We find that the deceased came 


to their death from tetanus, follow- 
ing the administration of diphtheria 
anti-toxin containing tetanus toxin, 
said diphtheria anti-toxin 
having 


een prepared and issued 
by the 


ealth department of the city of St. 
jQiiis and bearing dates on labels of 
August 24 and September 30, 1901.

the diphtheria 
anti-toxin 
shows 


negligence 
upon the 
.part of the 


health department in the preparation, 
of said diphtheria anti-toxin and in 
the issuance thereof. 


"Rofoort M. Funkhouser, coroner.

For some time the city health de- 


partment has been 
making: anti- 


toxin for use in diphtheria 
cases. 


This was distributed among practic- 
ing physicians throughout the city 
free of charge and used in the city 
institutions quite generally.

many cases it is said to have saved 
lives. The serum was obtained from 
horses that are said to have con- 
tracted tetanus.

FATE IN RAILWAY YARDS. 


WAS STANDING AT PAY CAR 


AWAITING HIS TURN TO RE- 


CEIVE HIS .WAGES. 


NEWS OF THE SHOP AND RAIL 


LAYING HEAVY RAILS IN THE 


WABASH YAHiDS. 


Joseph Smith, of 23 Killea street, 
fas so badly injured in the Penn- 
sylvania yards Saturday evening at 
7:35 o'clock that he died three hours 
later. Mr. Smith was quite a famil- 
iar figure in the depot yards, being 
employed as section hand in Foreman 
James O'Leary's crew. 
He worked 


all day Saturday and after supper 
left home with the intention of draw- 
ing his wages nnd making some pur- 
chases down town. The pay car was 
standing upon the "spur" track at 
the southeast corner of the freight 
house. 'Mr. Smith arrived there just

train No. 35, which was a half-hour 
late, reached the scene. A number of 
employes awaiting an opportunity to 
get in the car were standing- there 
and notice 
of the approach of the 


train was given, but 'Mr. Smith fail- 
ed to heed tlie warning 
and vr.^s 


struck in the side by the end o£ the 
pilot beam and thrown 'against the 
pay car, a distance of twe-lve feet. 
The blow and fall rendered him un- 
conscious and in that condition lie 
was conveyed in the city ambulance 
,o St. Joseph hospital, where Dr. "W. 
E. Stemen pronounced lus injuries 
fatal. Mrs. Smith was then taken -to 
the bedside of her husband and the 
only time he exhibited signs "of con- 
sciousness was when the grieved wif.i 
jeiit over him and pleaded for recog- 
nition. The grief of the poor woman 
,vas indeed sad and brought tears to 
eyes that were accustomel to death 
scenes. Mr. Smith 
died at 10:30 


o'clock arid death was due to internal- 
.njuries, tliere being only one slight 
external wound a bruise upon his 
•jg-ht wrist—to indicate that he had 
been in an accident. 
Besides the 


widow, four children, the aged par- 
ents and several brothers and sisters 
survive the deceased. The children 
ire all small, 
the eldest being six 


rears and the youngest seven months 
ild. The family was entirely de- 
pendant upon Mr. Smith's daily labor 
'or support and his removal leaves 
,hem in a 
bad way, 
though Mr. 


Smith carried $1,000 life insurance
